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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Despite the national economic slump, New London has continued to 
grow in 1982. Thirteen building permits for new construction were 
issued, as compared to eight in 1981. Several new businesses, most of 
them in Scytheville Row, have enhanced the Town’s reputation as a 
regional shopping and business center. ‘‘Bittersweet’’, the first 
Federally subsidized elderly housing project in the immediate area, 
was opened last summer assuring that our valued older friends of 
limited means will not be forced to leave the area. On the other side of 
the coin, our school age population has declined from 381 to 345 in the 
past year. 


There were fewer property transfers in 1982, but prices have remain- 
ed high indicating that our present assessments are at 48% of fair 
market value. This 48% factor is used to equalize our total property 
valuation for the purpose of setting taxes for the school and County. 


Taxes, and how to hold them in line, remain a major concern of the 
Board of Selectmen. The first effect of the State’s financial problems 
was felt this year, with a 50% reduction in the return to the Town from 
the Interest and Dividends tax. The impact was not reflected in the 
tax rate this year as the Department of Revenue Administration ap- 
plied $90,000.00 from accumulated surplus funds to the Town’s in- 
come. In 1983 the loss of Interest and Dividends return, plus the ex- 
pected cutback in the Business and Profits Tax, will cause a substan- 
tial, and unavoidable, increase in the tax rate. Additionally, the Town 
will have to assume a portion of the increases in school and County 
taxes resulting from State cutbacks. 


Mindful of the increased costs over which the Town has little or no 
control; eg. schools, County, Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Workmen’s Com- 
pensation, etc., the Selectmen have been concentrating on an effort to 
maximize the benefits derived from the local tax dollars spent. After a 
certain point, however, the only way to hold taxes down is to reduce 
services. The budget approved by Town Meeting is not a line item 
budget, giving the Selectmen the authority to shift funds as deemed 
necessary in the ‘prudential management’ of Town affairs, but every 
effort is made to see that the money appropriated is used to provide 
the type and level of services that the voters indicate they wish to 
have. 


Faced as we are with another suit in the Kezar Lake matter, Public 
Service’s appeal to the Supreme Court for tax relief, and a costly long 
range solution to our solid waste problems, the Board of Selectmen are 
not recommending the proposed addition to the Fire Station. To 
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alleviate the extremely crowded working conditions in the Town Hall, 
and to provide space for the Tax Collector and Treasurer, the Select- 
men have recommended that the house directly behind the Town Hall 
be rented from Colby-Sawyer College for Town offices. This will leave 
the present space for the Police, Dispatch and the Court. 


So much for the bad news, now for the good news. Thanks to the un- 
tiring efforts of hundreds of volunteers New London continues to pro- 
vide a level of services and a quality of life that make it one of the 
outstanding towns in the State. There is no way that a Town of 3,000 
could pay for the hours of donated time by the Town officials listed in 
this report. They have our deepest gratitude and deserve a vote of 
thanks from the entire Town.

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NEW LONDON CEMETERY COMMISSION 


During the year 1982, there were 20 interments in the three New 
London Cemeteries; 12 in Old Main St.; 7 in Elkins; and 1 in West

CIVIL DEFENSE — 1982 REPORT 


At this time I would like to clear up some misconceptions that have 
been brought to my attention. Namely, the plans that the State has in 
reference to the relocation of persons in case of attack or nuclear 
disaster. I have had people tell me that plans were set, that we knew 
where the relocated people would be coming from and how many peo- 
ple New London would get. 


I have talked to the State Civil Defense office in Concord and they 
informed me that there have been no definite plans made at all. They 
are still evaluating plans for areas to be evacuated. They told me it 
would be awhile before they contacted us about receiving persons in 
New London. At that time, State Civil Defense personnel will meet 
with town officials to decide on the number of people to be sent to New 
London. | 


The other misconception people have is that the Civil Defense Direc- 
tor, during a disaster, will take over the running of the town. This is 
false, the Civil Defense Director will not take over, but will be the coor- 
dinator, helping other departments carry out their jobs. 


Again I would like to remind people that the town Civil Defense 
Director is responsible for keeping our town prepared for emergencies. 
I would like to hear from anyone who has any ideas or knows of any 
area in our Civil Defense program that needs improving.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
NEW LONDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Several pieces of property were added to the protected lands 
monitored by The New London Conservation Commission in 1982. The 
Commission also constructed and maintained hiking paths, identified 
and supervised watershed areas, led winter and spring hikes, and ac- 
quired responsibility for lakeshore projects. 


Two gifts of land increased the size of the Stephen Phillips Preserve 
near Otter Pond. The first, from the Spauldings, included over 8 acres 
of woods on the west flank of the Preserve; a second gift, from the Pat- 
tisons, included woodland and marsh adjacent to Goose Pond. 


A purchase of land off Mountain Road completed the 5-year acquisi- 
tion of the wetland and gravel area of low Plains. A self-guiding trail 
the full length of the area is planned for 1983. The main trail will be 
called ‘The Davis Path’ as a memorial to Wilfred ‘‘Slim’”’ Davis, a 
member of the Commission from 1974-1978. 


The Philbrick-Cricenti Bog, visited by a record 3,000 plus people this 
year, has been further protected on the southerly edge through a gift of 
5.7 acres of woodland from Carlton F. Barton in exchange for a wooded 
piece on County Road originally given the Town by James C. 
Cleveland. 


The five winter afternoon snowshoe/X-C ski trips were well attended 
as were the spring morning “bird walks.’’ These popular outings will 
be offered again in 1983. The Commission reminds Town residents 
that its trail map is available at the Town Clerk’s office and that these 
trails are suitable for year-round use. 


In late fall, the Commission was given the responsibility of monitor- 
ing lakeshore and wetland projects approved by the New Hampshire | 
Wetlands Board. 


The Commission wishes to thank all volunteers who helped with trail 
maintenance and other projects in 1982.

REPORT OF THE TOWN 
HISTORY AND ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


The Report of the History & Archives Committee for the year 1981 
outlined the origin of the Committee in the 1940’s and its special ac- 
tivities and projects extending through the Bicentennial observances 
in 1979, and the development of the Town Archives since the late 
1960’s. 


This year I would like to emphasize some of the services which the 
Archives have performed during the past year. 


Since we are the repository for non-current records of the Town, in- 
cluding the minutes of the Town Clerk and Vital Statistic Records 
since the Town’s incorporation in 1779, reports of public schools, 
cemeteries, public libraries and other town services, these materials 
belong to the public. Although they are housed in the Vault at Tracy 
Library, the Archives is a separate entity, supported by the Town, and 
therefore, available for consultation. 


Every year there are historical questions which come to us from in- 
dividuals, seeking help on topics relating to the history of New Lon- 
don. At present, we are able to help with two significant projects, the 
50th year of the New London Barn Playhouse and the Elkins Bicenten- 
nial. We also continue to work with the New London Service Organiza- 
tion on special projects. 


Some of the interesting services provided by the Archives have been 
in the assistance in plans for rebuilding a boat house on shore property 
on Lake Sunapee, and in the searching for records for visitors from 
southern Ohio, Buffalo and Long Island, New York. 


Our expenditures for the year include supplies, photocopying of 
records and manuscripts, electrical service for better lighting in the 
Vault, assistance in filing and other clerical work, and professional 
help in rearranging the collection and revising the inventory. Also in 
the process is the binding of copies of The Speaker, a town publication 
for the years 1935-1942. This work was edited by two men who made 
remarkable contributions to the published records of the Town, 
Stanley A. Spiller and Kenneth A. Lord. 


I would repeat an invitation to visit the Archives and I appeal to you 
to share as gifts or loan for copying, such family materials as letters, 
diaries, business ledgers and photographs.

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SUMMARY OF THE 1982 ACTIVITIES 
OF THE NEW LONDON HOSPITAL BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


Three Board members were elected to the Executive Committee: Mr. 
Richard Lizotte; Mrs. Henry Kidder, FII; and Mr. Randall H. Mer- 
riman, Two new Board members were welcomed: Mr. John Chiarella 
and Dr. T.H. Williams. 


The hospital matched funds with the New London Trust Company 
and the Lake Sunapee Savings Bank to honor the first baby born at 
New London Hospital in 1982. 


A new mammography unit was purchased, and as voted by the 
Board, was funded from contributions. In early April, the C-T scan 
unit was placed in operation one half-day weekly. It is hoped that these 
two new services will facilitate better and cost saving services to the 
communities served by New London Hospital. In the interest of better 
provision of information to people, the number of issues of the 
Hospital Quarterly was increased from three to four annually. 


In response to several queries, it was voted that no hospital land be 
sold or offered for sale at this time. It was agreed that a master plan 
for all hospital properties is needed, and the appropriate committee 
will pursue this. 


Corporate restructuring has been under serious consideration and 
study. No decision has been reached at this time. The Board continues 
to deal with this subject with an open mind, and is still very much in 
the learning process. 


Thanks to the hard work contributing to its successful Rummage 
Sale, the Auxiliary has provided the hospital with a new and vastly im- 
proved TV system. 


The Board approved the establishment of the following general 
policy: 

Unrestricted or general purpose income 
earned on Endowment Funds be set 
aside as Board Designated Funds. En- 
dowment Funds be set aside as Board 
Designated Endowment Funds, for 
future capital needs, as deemed ap- 
propriate by the Board of Trustees. 


Mrs. Frances Baynes’ leadership in developing the Volunteen pro- 
gram was gratefully acknowledged. Thirty two students volunteered 
thirteen hundred hours of their time during their summer vacations. 


Throughout the year, many plans were reviewed regarding the 
Emergency Room/Outpatient area proposed building and renovation 
project. The Board voted, in principle, to proceed with the project. 
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This will entail a long range plan for the future, as needed, develop- 
ment of New London Hospital. Financing alternatives are under con- 
sideration. 


A public relations brochure was prepared and completed, its purpose 
being to describe the history of New London Hospital, what we are, 
who and why we are. 


New London Hospital now has a nursing affiliation agreement with 
Colby-Sawyer College to provide clinical experience for their nursing 
students. 


Under the outstanding leadership of David Kidder and Richard 
Mann, the 1982 Hospital Day was one of the most successful ever held. 
Monies from Hospital Day are used to purchase needed equipment for 
the hospital. 


Without the continued dedicated support of the many communities 
that the hospital serves, we would not have the fine medical care facili- 
ty that we have today, and it is through this support that we will con- 
tinue to grow and provide our patients with the finest available 
medical care.

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NEW LONDON RECREATION COMMISSION 


In recent years the Recreation Commission has noted an increase in 
the use of both Elkins and Bucklin beaches. This year we reorganized 
our professional staff. All our Lifeguard/Instructors are now required 
to have a current certificate in Water Safety Instruction, Advanced 
Rescue, and C.P.R. Under the capable management of Susan Cooper, 
Beach Manager, we had a very safe and successful summer beach pro- 
gram. The American Red Cross swimming program was offered for 
three weeks in July, and then again for three weeks in August. Interim 
programs of sailing, snorkeling, and C.P.R. were offered to the local 
residents, between the two swimming sessions. Beach attendance was 
recorded daily, as were weather conditions. The result of these, in part, 
lead to our safe swimming summer with no major injuries reported. 


The American Red Cross has again this year made a contribution of 
$500.00 to help offset the costs of running the swimming program. 
This reimbursement is made possible by the citizens of New London’s 
contributions to the American Red Cross, through the local fund rais- 
ing drive. 


With the financial help of the recently formed ‘Friends of Recrea- 
tion’ (F.O.R.) necessary swimming tools for both beaches were pur- 
chased, and promotion of our pilot interim programs was accomplish- 


ed. 


The success of the recreational program this summer is largely due 
to our competant staff and the cooperation and participation of the 
townspeople. The Recreation Commission appreciates any suggestions 
to help improve the programs and thanks the Town of New London for 
their continued financial support which makes these beach programs 
possible.

Our 57 year old New London Hospital Auxiliary held eight monthly 
meetings in the First Baptist Church and one annual meeting at the 
Lake Sunapee Country Club during our calendar year, October 1981 to 
June 1982. The monthly meetings are work sessions which keep 60 to 
80 women busy working on crafts to sell on Hospital Day. Lunch hour 
is preceded by a business meeting and following lunch our Community 
Health Education program provides a speaker who is well qualified in 
a particular area of medicine — medicine of the body, mind and spirit. 
We have also held blood pressure and blood screening checks. 

Monthly board meetings of the New London Hospital Auxiliary are 
held at the New London Hospital. The president of the auxiliary also 
serves on the Board of Trustees of the hospital. 

Frances Baynes, Director of Volunteer Services at the New London 
Hospital does a superb job as 2nd Vice-President of the Auxiliary. She 
is responsible for coordinating the volunteers at the hospital who work 
with the Dietary Department, Occupational Therapy, Mail Delivery, 
T.V. Rental, Library, Office Assistance, Laboratory, Physical 
Therapy, Beverage Program, and our new service ‘“Transport Aides”’. 
Again this year over 5,000 hours of dedicated help were given by ap- 
proximately 100 volunteers. Thirty-eight ‘‘volunteens’’ during the 
summer months added a cheerful, young touch to many areas in our 
hospital. We would be remiss if we did not mention the volunteer hours 
within the auxiliary work sessions, measureless hours, plus the 
countless hours volunteers spend sorting and running our two rum- 
mage sales every year. All of these activities make our New London 
Hospital Auxiliary unique in the State of New Hampshire. 

Fund raising efforts this year netted the Auxiliary $14,099.88 which 
made it possible for the auxiliary to install a completely new T.V. 
system in the hospital, add to the town library’s books on health care, 
continue to distribute the Vial of Life units, and through the efforts of 
a wonderful team of volunteers who worked all summer at the Barn 
Players renting pillows at 5¢ a piece we were able to give two $500.00 
scholarships. The recipients were Nancy Mattis who will study to 
become a dental hygienist, and Eric Romanoff who will pursue a career 
in the field of medicine.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDENS AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business! 
This slogan has been the motto of the N.H. Division of Forests and 
Lands, Forest Fire Service since 1909 when the first forest fire laws 
were passed by the Legislature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program 
of State and local forest fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, 
established New Hampshire as a leader in forest fire prevention and 
control. Our annual acreage loss to forest fires of one-half acre per fire 
is the best in the nation. This fire record has come about through the 
cooperative efforts of our state/town forest fire protection program. 
The state provides detection of fires, training for local forest forest fire 
wardens, low cost forest fire suppression equipment to local fire 
departments, and technical advice at the fire ground. Local govern- 
ments provide the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as 
wardens and deputy wardens and who respond quickly to suppress 
reported forest fires. 


This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to 
forest fires since 1910 when the average fire burned 33 acres compared 
to the modern day loss of one-half acre per fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the State/towns and our entire 
citizenry can this record be maintained.

NEW LONDON WATER SYSTEM PRECINCT 
Report to the Voters - 1982 


In retrospect 1982 has been a highly satisfactory year 
for the Precinct. A long-deferred major project--replacement 
of the ancient 3" galvanized-iron main over Burpee Hill--was 
successfully completed pursuant to approval by the voters at 
the Annual Meeting. Not only was the project completed in 
good time, but the final cost was approximately 25% below 
preliminary estimate. Required funding was arranged through 
the New London Trust Company at an advantageous rate. The 
Commissioners recommend that the voters release $20,000 from 
Capital Reserve Funds to immediately reduce the outstanding 
principal of the loan. This action will permit a substantial 
reduction in both the outstanding loan and annual interest 
over the subsequent two year period, with consequent savings 
to the: voters. 


Detailed study of operating income and operating expense 
over the ten year period just concluded revealed that opera- 
ting costs have increased substantially while income has 
remained relatively constant. Annual operating deficits have 
been made up through taxation, a procedure which appears con- 
trary to good business practice. Accordingly, the Commission- 
ers have determined, with great reluctance, that rates for all 
classes of service must be increased by 15%, as of 1 January 
1983, to insure a balance between income and outgo. Precinct 
taxation will be used, in the future, for capital projects, 
including payment of loans and interest supporting such 
projects. 


A second major project was the installation of a modern 
pressure relief valve assembly in the water main above Crock- 
ett's Corner to control potentially dangerous water pressures. 
The project, approved by the voters at the Annual Meeting, 
was accomplished in large part by Precinct personnel. Fund- 
ing was from available funds, no loan was required. 


The work-load placed on Precinct personnel by two major 
projects led to deferment of some routine summer maintenance. 
As a result funds programmed for summer labor were not spent 
to the extent planned. Money saved, combined with other sav- 
ings resulting from careful management, created a General Fund 
surplus at year-end. The Commissioners recommend that this 
surplus be transferred to Capital Reserve and be used, in con- 
junction with funds already in that account, to permit 
enlargement of the Precinct's office/shop/storage facilities. 


Completion of the two-year project to map the Precinct's 
boundaries and underground distribution system enabled com- 
pliance with State requirements for such action and, at the 
same time, provided the Precinct and other agencies and organ- 
izations with an accurate graphic presentation of the Pre- . 
cinct. Collateral action included the precise location, and 
recording, of all key valves, gates, hydrants and other system 
features. 


Throughout the year turbidity, occasionally a problem, 
has been kept well within acceptable standards. Discolora- 
tion, an understandable cause of complaint although not a 
health hazard, cannot be totally avoided until either expen- 
Sive water treatment facilities are funded and constructed 
or acceptable alternative sources of groundwater located and 
developed. Purity of water delivered to customers continuues 
to the highest standards, as confirmed by periodic tests for 
coliform or other bacterial contaminants. Patrolling of Mor- 
gan Pond, upper Kidder Brook and the two reservoirs results 
in action to remove beaver and other possible sources of pol- 
lution from the water shed. 


The Precinct, and other water supply systems in New Hamp- 
shire, remains under a state mandated requirement to either 
upgrade, or abandon, its surface water sources, treatment 
facilities, distribution system and water storage facilities. 
The Commissioners are constantly aware of this requirement 
and its implications. Our customers and taxpayers are lim- 
ited in number and their ability to finance major projects 
remains uppermost in the Commissioners' minds. The prospect 
of State or Federal grants for water supply or distribution 
projects in the future appears dim. The understanding coop- 
eration of the voters in coming years will aid in orderly 
and successful growth of their system.

NEW LONDON WATER SYSTEM PRECINCT 
NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


NOTE 1: Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the New London Water System Precinct 
conform to generally accepted accounting principles as applicable 
to governmental units. 


The accrual basis of accounting is followed to determine income 
and expenses for the year. 


The inventory of supplies is priced at cost. Based on a physical 
inventory taken once a year, the increase or decrease in the 
inventory value is charged or credited to supply expense. The 
normal policy of the Precinct is to maintain an approximately 
uniform physical level of supplies inventory. 


The utility plant in service and equipment are stated at undepre- 
ciated cost. Gifts or contributions of water facilities are 
recorded at fair market value at the time received. Assets dis- 
posed of or abandoned are written off at cost against the appro- 
priate asset account and charged to the General Fund balance or 
Contributions in Aid, depending on the original source of the assets. 


NOTE 2: Cash 


At December 31, 1981, the operating cash account included $544 
which had been borrowed from the Capital Reserve Account to help 
finance operations; these funds were transferred back to the 
Capital Reserve Account in 1982. 


NOTE 3: Precinct Tax 


The Precinct Tax according to State regulations has no restric- 
tions. The income from this tax is used primarily to pay prin- 
cipal and interest on outstanding debt, and to pay for plant and 
equipment. The tax is reported as Other Income to avoid distor- 
tion of the gain or loss from water operations. 


NOTE 4: Contributions in Aid 


Additions to the water facilities made in 1982 at the expense of 
private owners and donated to the Precinct consisted of $1,050 
for new connections and $177,395 for the Hilltop Place water 
distribution system (acquired February 14, 1982, under a License 
Agreement with Hilltop Place Community Association, et al).
